WHEAT AND OFFICIAL STATIS­ 
TICS. 


The logic of events, says the New York 
Tribune, is bard to answer as the wheat 
f peculators are learning. After patting 
ap wheat to SI. 20 lart October, they per­ 
sisted for months in tb9 assertion that 
there was not enough of the grain to go 
around, that the official reports of the 
bureau of agriculture were ever so much 
less trustworthy than their guesses, that 
the great millers in Minneapolis really 
knew mere than anybody else about the 
size and quality of the wheat orop, that 
Europe was short of its regular supply 
by an enormous quantity which could 
not possibly to obtained from any other 
country than this, and that European 
buyers would have to pay any price hold­ 
ers saw fit to ask before the crop year 
ended. It is supposed that somebody 
invested many millions on the faith that 
these stories were correct. 
On the 
other 
side 
there 
was 
nothing 
offered of consequence except the offi­ 
cial reports and legitimate deductions 
ftom them. But the people who sold 
wheat in the faith that those official re­ 
ports were substantially correct saw the 
price nearly 20 cents lower before the 
end of December. 
The attempt to persuade people that a 
scarcity was inevitable, that government 
statistics were crooked and that the mil­ 
lers knew all about it, has been kept up 
ever since ibis year began. 
When the 
bureau represented the quantity remain­ 
ing in farmers’ hands, that was also pro­ 
nounced an utterly untrustworthy state­ 
ment, though it was easily reconciled 
with other official figures; 
But some­ 
body bas been using or losing several 
millions in attempts to control the wheat 
market since January I, and the price on 
Monday was about 15 cents lower than 
when the year began. 
By way of 
further 
proof 
that 
all 
the specu­ 
lative predictions were in error, Euro­ 
peans have failed.to come after the 
enormous quantity of wheat supposed to 
be required, and have somewhat sup­ 
plied all needs with similar recepte from 
the Atlantic states than have been re­ 
corded in any other year for a long time. 
The price obtained in markets east and 
west indicates pretty clearly that the 
holders, traders, and possibly purchas­ 
ers, have all come to substantially the 
Borne conclusion, that the official reports 
were entirely correct and trustworthy— 
cr, at all events, more trustworthy than 
uii} other of the so-called statistics pub­ 
lished. As this is not by any means the 
first time a powerful combination of 
speculators bas tried to make everybody 
believe the official reports misleading 
and false,and as the result is just what 
bas usually followed such endeavors, it 
sit ms to be m order to remark once more 
that the; colicin asseverations or even 
the inspirational guesses of a speculator 
do not as yet appear of greater practical 
value than the returns published by the 
egrioultural bureau. 
Whether wheat will mount up to-day 
or to tc-mcrrow at Chicago, or sell for 
$2 a bushels before July, it ii not the 
province of a public journal to prophesy. 
What cen properly be said is that there 
is not now, as there bas not been ainee 
exports were arrested by the advance 
last } ear, any reason to fear a scarcity of 
wheat, unless the weather should prove 
cxcf ptionally unfavorable. The acreage 
sown this spring appears to be larger 
than in any previous year, and the ap­ 
pearance of winter wheat is such on the 
whole as t>> indicate a full orop. lf the 
men who forced poor people to pay a 
higher prices for their loaf of bread some 
months ego hay e lost much of their 
money nobody is sorry.

exoept such as may be required for prison 
duties, shall be employed iu manufac­ 
turing goods and articles to be disposed 
of on the public account system. Pro­ 
vided that not more than IOO convicts 
shall be engaged at any time upon tie 
same kind of goods or in the same branoh 
of manufacturing. 
Nothing ooald cripple tha efficiency 
of the state prison more than to abolish 
the preseat contract system. There is 
no class of goods that the state institu­ 
tions need in any considerable quantity, 
that can be manufaooied at the prison. 
And then to limit the number of oonviots 
who shall work in the same branoh of 
manufactures, will be another draw-back 
to the success of the state account e x ­ 
tern. It is a fact which can be ,'plainly 
seen by 
any 
practical 
man, 
that 
it 
would 
require 
a 
good 
many thousands of dollars to change the 
present system of prison labor, buy 
machinery and material, and put the 
goods on the market. The new plants 
would not only be expensive, but the 
result, with the best of management! 
would be one of the costliest experiments 
ever tried by the state.

A Mother and Fire Children Consumed 
I® Their Home Near Clayton, Ga. 
C l a y t o n, Ga., April 1 2 .— The residence 
of W. P. Wood, two miles north of Clay­ 
ton, on the Franklin road, was consumed 
by fire last night after midnight, and with 
it^hisjwife and five children. 
The fire is 
supposed to have caught from burning 
leaves near the end of the yard, set on fire 
the day previous. 
From the location of 
the partially consumed bodies of the five 
children it is thought they were burned 
while on the bed, just in the position in 
which they were sleeping. What remained 
of the body of the mother was found mid­ 
way between her bed and the door near 
the middle of the house. 
Mr, Wood is a carpenter and millwright 
and was at the time at work on a mill for 
Mr. Jones, six miles away.

child was about 8 and the youngest about 
2 yeArs old.

A fter the reading of the journal Mr. 
Meyer opened the debate by review ing 
briefly the provisions of tho bill, and Mr. 
Ross of LaSalle followed, leading the o p ­ 
position. 
Tho debate lasted three hours, 
and tho bill was then p ut on its passage 
and tho roll call showed it. had passed by 
a vote of 92 in the affirm ative to 42 in tho 
negative. 
It seems th a t tho A ustralian election sys 
tem will probably bo adopted in Illinois. 
The H urst-Jones bill em bodying this plan 
was unanimously reported by the House 
judiciary com m ittee a few weeks ago, and 
was mado a special for Thursday. 
In tho 
afternoon it was taken up, road a second 
tim e, and, w ithout am endm ent or opposi­ 
tion, ordered to third reading by a unani­ 
mous vote. 
There is uo doubt th a t tho 
m easure will pass tho House by an over­ 
whelm ing vote, and the action of tho Sen­ 
ate already this session on a sim ilar bill 
would indicate th a t it will meet almost 
unanim ous approval in th a t Inxly. 
Tho H urst-Jones bill provides th a t tho 
State, county, or city shall furnish a t tho 
public charge all tho tickets to bo used at 
any election; th a t these tickets shall con­ 
tain tho names of all persons to be voted 
for for any office; th a t no other tickets 
shall be used, and th a t theso shall be fu r­ 
nished only one a t a tim e to actual voters; 
th a t tho voter shall indicate his choice by 
placing a m ark after each nam e for which 
ho wishes to vote; and that, during the pre­ 
paration, ho shall be absolutely alone and 
his choice remain, a t his pleasure, a secret 
forever. 
By this law tho election pro­ 
cess is as follows: The State, county, or 
city governm ent prepares ballots contain­ 
ing the nam es of all persons to be voted 
for, copies of theso ballots being published 
in the new spapers of both parties prior to 
election day and also posted a t tho polling 
places. On election day thoro are provided 
a t each voting place a sories of booths or 
com partm ents. 
Tho registered voter a p ­ 
proaches tho rail a t the polling place and 
is given a ballot on the back of which the 
tw o inspectors appointed for tho purpose 
w rite their names or initials. 
Ho retires 
w ith this ballot to oho of tho private com­ 
partm ents, m arks opposite tho nam es of 
tho candidates of his choice, folds the bal­ 
lot w ith the indorsem ent of tho inspectors 
on tho back, and hands it in as usual. 
Nobody but tho voter is allowed inside the 
rail, no electioneering can be done within a 
specified distance, no ballots are circulated 
publicly, and no votes can be cast or 
counted except those which are indorsed as 
by law. 
As all are indorsed in tho same 
way no particular ballot can ever be 
identified.

The qtl&ilion of tho origin of tho dog has 
r^Contly beffti discussed by Prof. Nehring’, 
Who believes that it tyut des -ended from 
vafftms still-sufViving species of wolves 
afidt jackals. 
Tho latter animals can be 
tamed, and mafty attempts to domesticate 
wolves have been successfully made la 
modern times. 
Herr Rongo has so com­ 
pletely tamed a young wolf that it follows 
him exactly os a dog might do. 
For the effectual protection of woolen 
good^ against moths tho use of cedar-wood 
boxes and closets is insufficient, and it is 
Stated that there Is no other means of pro­ 
tection against the ravages of the insect 
but to perfectly inclose tho woolens in 
material which is not attacked by tho moth, 
such as 
cotton cloth. 
Woolen goods 
brushed clean from dust, folded together, 
and put into cotton bags which were well 
tied, have been found perfectly intact 
when tykeu out at the change of the season. 
A clock recently patented in France is an 
imitation of a tambourine, on the parch­ 
ment head of which is painted a circle of 
flowers corresponding to the hour-flgtires 
or ordinary dials. 
On examination two 
bees, one large and the other small, are 
discovered crawling among the flowers. 
Tho small boe runs rapidly from on© flower 
to another, completing the circuit in an 
hour, while the large one takes twelve 
hours to complete the circuit. 
The parch­ 
ment surface is unbroken; and tho bees 
simply laid on it, but two magnets con­ 
nected with tho clock-work inside the tam­ 
bourine move just under the membrane, 
and tho insects, which are of ircn, follow 
them. 
Iron crpss-ties harp provod a failure on 
tho Pennsylvania railroad, where they hAve 
been tried for several months, and white 
oak ties arb being substituted. Tho wooden 
tie yields sufficiently to tho motion of the 
train to mako tho riding easy and comfort­ 
able, while tho iron tie fails to give on tho 
road bed of broken stone arid makes the 
riding hard and unpleasant to the pas­ 
sengers as well as wearing en the locomo­ 
tive and rolling-stock; moro frequently re­ 
pairs to the road-bed were found necessary 
with the iron ties, too.
